Genuine comfort for th** vegetarians 
it tai fruitarians is given in a bulletin 
which baa recently been Issued by the 
department of agriculture on the sub­ 
ject of fruit as food, says a Washing­ 
ton correspondent of the New York 
Globe. 
Compuiy'soii is made of the value of 
fruits from a nutritive standpoint aud 
their cost with the nutritive value and 
cord of other foods. 
It is shown that 
IO cents w ill on an average purchase 
fully as much energy when spent for 
fresh fruits and more when spent for 
dried fruits than for lean meats, but 
much less than when expended for 
wheat Hour. From the data as a whole 
it is apparent that fruits are reason­ 
ably cheap sources of energy in the 
diet 
For instance, IO cents’ worth of fresh 
apples w ill furnish I,JGT calories of en­ 
ergy, while IO cents’ worth of porter­ 
house steak will furnish only about a 
third as much vim, or 414 calories of 
energy. 
One of the best things to eat from 
tin* standpoint ol production of energy 
is plain, old fashioned app!** butter. 
Ten cents’ worth of apple butter pro 
duces four times as much energy as 
IO cents’ worth of steak or mutton. 
Such plebeian substance as gooseberry 
jam w ill produce twit-** the energy of 
steak or mutton and nearly sis much 
energy as milk. 
Generally speaking, 
jams, preserves, etc., are high iii their 
capacity to prodiu * energy. 
Tile fact that bread is the staff of 
life, however, is indicated iii tile sta­ 
tistics, showing that for IO cents one 
can bu\

should be said.” according to the of­ 
ficial report, “ that the persons living 
on a fruit and nut idiot apparently 
maintained their normal health and 
strength, and it is only fair to con­ 
clude that if for any reason such a 
course seems desirable it is j ie rf ceti y 
possible to sel**ct a diet made up of 
fruits and nuts which, for long periods 
at any rate, w ill supply the body with 
the requisite protein and energy, as 
was show'n by a detailed study of the 
results of the California experiments. 
In such a diet nuts were t he principal 
sources of protein and nuts, olives or 
the expressed olive oil the chief source 
of fat, while fruits, fresh and dried, 
supplied 
the 
bulk 
of the carbohy­ 
drates.” 
Th** department, of agriculture does 
not go so far tis to conclude that a 
fruitarian diet in general is equtil or 
superior to the ordinary mixed diet, 
but it <l*>es assert that “ fruits and nuts 
should I ie considered a fairly econom­ 
ical source of nutritive m aterial." 
it 
commends these foods in combination 
with other foods.
